"Highest Award" to Hertz 


John D. Hertz this week was presented 
the U. S. Department of Defense’s highest 
civilian award, a certificate of apprecia- 
tion. The presentation was made on May 


12 in Washington by Secretary of Defense 
Neil H. McElroy. 


The award was in recognition of a schol- 
arship fund, endowed by Hertz, for the 
training of mechanical and electrical en- 
gineers. A major share of Mr. Hertz’s 
wealth was put into the fund, which will 
provide an estimated 100 scholarships a 
year. 


The citation which accompanied the 


award read: 

“To John D. Hertz for outstanding pub- 
lic service in the interest of the security 
of the United States. 

“Without regard for personal consider- 
ations and at great public sacrifice, Mr. 
Hertz has dedicated most of his personal 
fortune to the defense of the United 
States through the establishment of the 
Fannie and John Hertz Engineer Schol- 
arship Fund to train mechanical and elec- 
trical engineers. In establishing the fund. 
Mr. Hertz has stipulated that any recip- 
ient of aid from the fund must pledge to 
serve the United States government in 
time of national emergency. For this high- 
ly significant contribution to the scientific 
potential of the United States, Mr. Hertz 
is deserving of national recognition, and 
[ am pleased to award to him the highest 
civilian award available to the Department 
of Defense, the Department of Defense 
Certificate of Appreciation. Signed: Neil 
H. McElroy.” 


Blood and Grass 


The following editorial is from a recent 
issue of Irish Racing and Breeding. 


What is an Irish bred? 

In Ireland a foal is considered as bred 
in the country where the dam is perman- 
ently located. 

In Britain—a lead followed in America 
—a foal is considered as bred in the 
country where it is dropped. This fortui- 
tous approach, which ignores, inter alia, 
the vital importance of nutrition, cannot 
be regarded as scientific. 

The Irish approach is realistic; is found- 
ed on commonsense; and pays proper re- 
gard to nutrition which develops the 
characteristics inherited from sire and 
dam at conception. It is pin-pointed by 
GALLANT MAN, winner of $280,000 
(£100,000) in the United States in 1957 
—whose sire, Migoli and dam, Majideh, 
were bred at the Sheshoon Stud in County 


Kildare. The mare, carrying Gallant Man, 
left the stud, shortly before foaling, to 
visit Tudor Minstrel in England. After 
foaling and service, she returned in a few 
weeks to Ireland where Gallant Man was 
reared until leaving for training in Amer- 
ica the following year. 

Many foreign breeders have stud farms 
in Ireland where, thanks to the soil and 
temperate climate, green pastures rich in 
the requisite minerals furnish the best 
feed for mares and young stock all through 
the year. CREPELLO and ROSE ROY- 
ALE II are recent cases in point. Bred 
from mares located at an English and 
French Stud respectively, their owners had 
the prescience to transfer them to Irish 
pastures to be reared and Rose Royale II 
responded by winning the 1957 English 
1,000 Guineas, and Crepello the 2,000 
Guineas and Derby. 

Neither this filly nor colt is claimed as 
Irish-bred, nor is the produce of a mare 
normally resident at a foreign stud so 
claimed if dropped at an Irish stud when 
the dam was visiting a sire there. But 
equally the classification of Gallant Man 
as English-bred cannot be accepted. His 
distinguished breeder, the late Aga Khan, 
owned several stud farms in Ireland (now 
owned by his son, Prince Aly Khan), and 
none in England. Their Stud Manager 
writes—: “ ... in theory it is, of course, 
nonsense to claim Gallant Man as English- 
bred. If an American citizen flew into 
Tokyo two weeks before she produced a 
child, would that make the child Japanese 

Irish blood, Irish grass and American 
training made Gallant Man. 


Scholarship 


The third Grantland Rice Memorial 
Scholarship, sponsored by the Thorough- 
bred Racing Associations, has been award- 
ed to 18-year-old Larry Daughtrey, of 
Abilene, Texas. He will enter Vanderbilt 
University in September. The 1956 award 
went to Charles Nord, of Wappingers 
Falls, N. Y., the 1957 award to Tom Temp- 
lin, of Lexington. 

The scholarship is worth approximately 
$10,000. It pays college expenses for 4 
years and provides summertime employ- 
ment through which the student is given 
an opportunity to learn the sport of 
racing.

Giberga on *Appleton 


Miami. Last winter at Hialeah. Cuban 
trainer Manuel Giberga sold the Argen- 
tinian *Anacal to Mrs. Louise Carpenter 
for an undisclosed but admittedly large 
price. In his first start—in the colors 
of Mrs. Eugenia Bankhead — *Anacal 
broke his leg and had to be destroyed. 

“I swore to Mrs. Carpenter that day,” 
Ciberga recalled, “that I would find her 
another good horse —a great horse — if 
I had to go to the end of the earth to 
find him.” 

Giberga’s quest took him only to Argen- 
tina. He returned to Miami May 6 raving 
about *Appleton, one of 7 horses he had 
purchased during his trip. The colt ar- 
rived in New York May 7 and was shipped 
to Garden State Park. As in the case 
of *Anacal. he was purchased in the name 
of Mrs. Carpenter and will race in the 
name of Mrs. Bankhead. 

Phil Goodwin, trainer for Mrs. Bank- 
head, accompanied Giberga to Argentina. 
He took charge of *Appleton upon his 
arrival in this country. Giberga has no 
doubt concerning the horse’s class. 

“He is something out of this world. 
In his last race, Clasico Otono at San 
Isidro, he won at 114 miles in 1:5934, on 
the grass. He has won 9 starts and has 
heen second twice. That is his total record. 

“The first time this colt ran he went 5 
furlongs in :5615 on the grass and won 
by 14 lengths. The next time he ran the 
same distance in :5635, carrying 128 
pounds, and won by 18 lengths. He has 
won with 130 pounds.” 

Giberga said *Appleton is a speed 
horse, but was rated in the Otono. “He 
is not big, but is powerfully made, very 
strong, with a long, easy stride.”

*Appleton’s sire, Make Tracks, was 
bred in the United States by the late 
Robert Sterling Clark, was shipped to 
England, where he broke 2 track records. 
and then was purchased for stud duty 
by an Argentinian syndicate. 

* Appleton was purchased from Santiago 
Masliah of Montevideo. Giberga had been 
told that the colt was not for sale, but flew 
to Uruguay and spent 3 days talking to 
Masliah, finally convinced the owner that 
he ought to sell by offering more money 
than the colt could win in a lifetime of 
racing in South America. 

Giberga also purchased 6 horses for 
Stephen Calder, of Fort Lauderdale. He 
rates *Lucido the best of these. *Lucido, 
which was shipped to New York with 
*Appleton, was beaten only a length by 
Poderoso, which defeated *Appleton once. 
*Lucido is by Selim Hassan, sire of *Ya- 
tasto, out of La Criollita. 


Giberga also revealed that he plans to 


found an Argentine Bloodstock Agency, 
operating with Calder. He may give up 
training entirely and devote his full time 
to this new venture. 

While in Argentina, Giberga purchased 
for Calder 2 mares in foal to Tatan, and 
left them at the Haras Los Prados. Next 
year he plans to breed the mares to Tatan 
again and then ship them to the United 
States.

Los AnGcELEs. In February, 1957, C. V. 
Whitney held a dispersal in California of 
some horses in training. Largest buyer at 
the sale was Bert W. Martin, of San Ma- 
rino, chairman of the board of the Dia- 
mond Match Company. He paid $93,000 
for 3 horses—$43,000 for Head Man, 
$28,500 for The Searcher, and $21,500 
for Full Steam. 


The Searcher has done especially well 
in the colors of his new owner. He won 
the Albany Handicap at Golden Gate 
Fields last October, then was second to 
Round Table in the San Fernando and 
fourth to Round Table in the Maturity 
last winter at Santa Anita Park. Going 
into the opening of the spring-summer 
meeting at Hollywood Park, The Searcher 
had earned $61,000 for Mr. and Mrs. 
Martin. 

On a gray, overcast afternoon Hollywood 
Park opened before a crowd of 31,703. 
and the gray-coated The Searcher, nearly 
blending into the background, came from 
behind to post a three-quarter-length tri- 
umph over How Now in the 6-furlong Pre- 
miere Handicap. Making like Silky Sulli- 
van, he came from last place on the back- 
stretch in the field of 8 to win going away 
in 1:0944. Swirling Abbey was third. 

The Premiere marked Prince Khaled’s 
first start in almost 16 months, and the 
inaugural crowd, encouraged by glowing 
words from clockers, sent the huge son of 
*Khaled to the post a 3-2 favorite. But it 
soon was clear that the Prince needed the 
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race. He battled head-and-head with Gold 
Cover down the backstretch, stepped into 
a short lead going into the last quarter, 
and that was as far as he was ready to 
go. Golden Notes made a stern challenge. 
showed in front briefly. A moment later 
How Now drove for the lead, and took 
over with a furlong to go to the wire. 

The Searcher, meanwhile, had moved up 
with a late rush on the outside, and his 
drive carried him to the leaders in mid- 
stretch. He caught How Now before reach- 
ing the final sixteenth, and was drawing 
away at the wire. 

Trainer Ted Saladin, who has done a 
splendid job with the Martin stable, had 
the race planned perfectly. He had figured 
the early speed might weary the leaders 
in the stretch, and that was where he told 
apprentice Warren Ferguson to make hi: 
bid with The Searcher. Ted is now point- 
ing the roan son of Phalanx for the 7- 
furlong Los Angeles Handicap, and then 
another meeting with Round Table in the 
$100.000-added Californian Stakes on 
May 24.

The opening-day crowd wes 185 persons 
shy of last year’s record-breaking inau- 
gural, and the wagering was off about 
$75,000, but all signs point to another 
tremendous season for Hollywood Park, 
which has led the nation’s tracks in at- 
tendance and purse distribution for the 
last 4 years.

Favorite at 7 to 4 in the betting was 
H. F. Guggenheim’s American-bred Bald 
Eagle. with Major Portion, Nagami, Nep- 
tune II, and Pinched next in demand. 
Pall Mall was 20 to 1. Pinched whipped 
around at the start and was never in the 
race. 

The early leaders were The Golden 
Age, Neptune II. Bel Canto, Pheidip- 
pides, Major Portion, and Bald Eagle. 
Neptune II was in front from the 
half-way point until they were about 214 
furlongs out, where Major Portion gained 
the lead. The Joel colt drew away from 
the others, then was attacked by Pall 
Mall, which gradually gained the upper 
hand in the uphill run to the finish. 


From a 100-Guineas Mare 


The French colts Val d’Oisans and Bel 
Canto and the American, Bald Eagle and 
Neptune II, were all unplaced. Captain 
Bold-Rochfort’s first jockey, W. H. Carr. 
had chosen to ride Bald Eagle, leaving 
the mount on the winner to D. Smith, 
who won the the 1955 renewal on *Our 
Babu. It was the first Two Thousand 
Guineas victory for the Queen and for 
her trainer. 

Last year Pall Mall won a maiden 
plate at Haydock in May, then won the 
New Stakes at Ascot and was _ beaten 
three-quarters of a length by the speedy 
filly Abelia in the July Stakes at New- 
market. In his fourth start he was a good 
third to Pheidippides and Pinched in the 
Gimcrack, and in his last outing he was 
beaten a short head by *Kelly in the 
Champagne Stekes. At 3 he had finished 
fourth to Aggressor in the Two Thousand 
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Guineas Trial Stakes, when he appeared 
unsuited to the going, and had won the 
Thirsk Classic Trial Stakes from Pleiades. 

Pall Mall is the first classic winner by 
Palestine (Fair Trial—Una, by Tetra- 
tema), a first-class 2-year-old in 1949 
and winner at 3 of the Two Thousand 
Guineas, St. James’s Palace Stakes, and 
3 other races, but only fourth in the 1%- 
mile Eclipse Stakes. In his first crop of 
foals was Martine, second in the 1955 
Irish One Thousand Guineas, and in the 
second were Verrieres and the speedy 
filly Palariva. 

Malapert, dam of Pall Mall, had one 
small winner from 4 previous foals. She 
herself ran indifferently at 2 and 3, and 
King George VI bought her for 100 
guineas at the 1949 December sales. Mala- 
pert’s dam, Malatesta (Sansovino—Tet- 
ranella, by The Tetrarch), never ran, 
never produced a winner. She traces to 
Vampire. dam of Flying Fox.

Bella Paola, ranked second to her stable- 
mate Texana in the French Free Handi- 
cap of 2-year-olds and easy winner of 
the Prix Imprudence in her first appear- 
ance this year, went to the post at odds 
of 8 to 11. The Queen’s filly Persian 
Wheel was second choice at 7-1, Amante 
next at 9-1. The going was firmer than 
for the Two Thousand Guineas. 

Mother Goose and Night Court led the 
way for almost 5 furlongs before they 
weakened and left Alpine Bloom with a 
short lead over Bella Paola and Puffin. 
The favorite galloped to the front about 
300 yards out. When Amante offered a late 
challenge, Bella Paola lengthened her 
stride and won with magnificent ease. 

In the Prix Yacowlef, her first race, 
Bella Paola developed sore shins and fin- 
ished third. The soreness caused her to 
miss the Prix Morny. She then won a 
small race at Clairefontaine, scored bril- 
liantly in the 6-furlong Criterium de Mai- 
sons Laffitte, and gave a convincing exhi- 


bition of courage and class in defeating 
Tarquin for the one-mile Grand Criterium, 
She should have topped the Free Handi. 
cap, but the place of honor was given to 
the flyer Texana. She provided the firs 
Guineas victory for her jockey. trainer, 
and owner-breeder. 

The winner, though foaled in France, 
is mostly German in ancestry. Her sire, 
Ticino, which died last year, has been 
the leading sire in Germany since 1950, 
his classic horses including 4 winners of 
the Schwarzgold Rennen and 3 of the 
Henckel Rennen, German equivalents of 
the Guineas. He goes back, through 3 other 
German Derby winners, *Athanasius, 
Ferro, and Landgraf, to the imported Eng. 
lish horse Louviers.

Bella Paola’s breeding and performance 
appear to justify the short odds of 2 to 1 
now offered against her for the Oaks. On 
the other hand, Pall Mall is not eligible 
for the Derby, and the current favorite, 
at 8 to 1, is a stablemate, the Queen’s 
Miner’s (Signal Light—Young 
Entry, by Foxhunter), an easy winner of 
the Blue Riband Trial Stakes.

Dr. A. J. Peixoto de Castro, leading 
owner in Brazil for 5 years in succession, 
has sent to race in England the 2-year 
old Sayani fillies Xantina and Xinia, both 
bred to northern hemisphere time. P. J. 
Prendergast will train them. Xantina, ou! 
of Sister Patricia, is a half-sister to the 
brilliant filly Platina, winner of the Bre 
zilian equivalents of the Derby and Oaks.
